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PREFACE 


The San Francisco Museum of Art represents the 
realization of a dream long held by the San Francisco 
Art Association. In its spacious new quarters in the 
War Memorial the Museum will be easily accessible 
to the public. Its schedule of afternoon and evening 
hours will allow many not free at other times to par- 
ticipate in its activities and profit by the opportunity 
it will give for the enjoyment and appreciation of art. 
Devoted to the interests of Western art, it will also 
carry out a broad program of art interest that both 
public and artists of the community may find its ex- 
hibitions a source of instruction and inspiration. 
The leading exhibition for the formal opening of 
the new Museum is appropriately the Fifty-fifth An- 
nual of the San Francisco Art Association. Larger this 
year than for many years, it fills ten of the beautiful 
new galleries, and includes entries from all parts of 
the country. The Western group, and especially the 
artists of California, have responded enthusiastically 
to the Association’s first Annual in the Museum. 
Artists long established in public esteem and younger 
men and women who have just begun to show alike 
contribute to making the Annual this year a compre- 
hensive and stimulating showing of the significant 
tendencies in American art today. The standard of 
quality is high, and the vitality and vigor of a group 
working sincerely and actively for authenticity and 
originality of expression characterize the exhibition. 
Important also is the Exhibition of Modern French 
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Painting on view in the South Gallery. By the gen- 
erous codperation of collectors, museums and Eastern 
galleries, it has been possible to assemble an unusual 
group of typical canvases by the Impressionist and 
Post-Impressionist painters whose work has furnished 
a point of departure for so many leading artists of 
today. A few favorite and important paintings have 
been lent from local private collections for this exhi- 
bition, but the majority have not been shown pre- 
viously in the West, and some of them are on exhibi- 
tion for the first time in this country. 

The Chinese Exhibition includes a group of im- 
portant early statuary of great beauty and rarity, 
which the Museum is fortunate in having as a loan 
for an indefinite period. It will form the basis of a 
permanent Oriental exhibit which will occupy the 
West Gallery. For the opening a number of collectors 
have generously lent rare examples of porcelain, 
bronzes, pottery, jade and textiles that illustrate ad- 
mirably the best periods of Chinese art. 

Prints will be a permanent department in the San 
Francisco Museum of Art, and continuous exhibitions 
representative of the various periods will be featured. 
For the opening, fine impressions typical of each proc- 
ess and its period will be shown. 

Thanks to the generosity and interest of local col- 
lectors, it has been possible to furnish the various gal- 
leries appropriately with tapestries and other smaller 
exhibitions, such as the drawings by old and modern 
masters which form so attractive a group in one of the 
galleries. 
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Future exhibitions in the Museum will be of many 
types, but the standard of quality established at the 
opening will be maintained. The Museum will also 
continue the policy of fostering local art and artists 
which has become traditional with the Art Associa- 
tion during the sixty-three years of its history, and in 
all ways it will strive to carry on a program of service 
to the community.
